3 SUBCHAPTER |

4 GENERAL PROVISIONS

5 Section 1. NEW SECTION. 459B.101 TITLE.

6 This chapter shall be known and may be cited as the "Animal
7 Agriculture Compliance Act for Dry Bedded Confinement Feeding
8 Operations'.

9 Sec. 2. NEW SECTION. 459B.102 DEFINITIONS.

10 As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise

11 requires:

12 “"Alluvial aquifer area”™ means an area underlaid by sand

1
13 or ?ravel aquifers situated beneath floodplains along stream
14 valleys and includes alluvial deposits associated with stream
15 terraces and benches, contiguous wind=blown sand deposits, and
16 glacial outwash deposits.
17 2. "Animal" means cattle or swine.
18 3. "Animal unit capacity” means the maximum number of
19 animal units which the owner or operator confines in a dry
20 bedded confinement feeding operation at any one time.
21 4. '"Bedding' means crop, vegetation, or forage residue or
22 similar materials placed in a dry bedded confinement building
23 for the care of animals.
24 5. "Commercial enterprise”™ means the same as defined in
25 section 459.102.

26 6. "Confinement feeding operation”™ means the same as

27 defined in section 459.102.

28 7. "Department” means the department of natural resources.
29 8. '"Designated area" means the same as defined in section
30 459A.102.

31 9. '"Designated wetland" means the same as defined in

32 section 459.102.

33 10. "Dry bedded confinement feeding operation’ means a

34 confinement feeding operation in which animals are confined to
35 areas which are totally roofed and in which all manure is

1 stored as dry bedded manure.

11. "Dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure"

3 means a dry bedded confinement feeding operation building or a
4 dry bedded manure storage structure.

5 12. "Dry bedded manure™ means manure from animals that

6 meets all of the following requirements:

7 a. The manure does not flow perceptibly under pressure.

8 b. The manure is not capable of being transported through
9 a mechanical pumping device designed to move a liquid.

10 c. The manure contains bedding.

11 13. "Dry bedded manure confinement feeding operation

12 building” or "building” means a building used in conjunction
13 with a confinement feeding operation to house animals and in
14 which any manure from the animals is stored as dry bedded

15 manure.

16 14. "Dry bedded manure storage structure'" means a covered
17 or uncovered structure, other than a building used to store
18 dry bedded manure originating from a confinement feeding
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operation.

15. "Educational institution”™ means the same as defined in
section 459.102.

16. "Grassed waterway'™ means the same as defined in
section 459A.102.

17. "High=quality water resource' means the same as
defined in section 459.102.

18. "Karst terrain™ means the same as defined in section
459.102.

19. "Major water source"™ means the same as defined in
section 459.102.

20. "Manure™ means the same as defined in section 459.102.

21. "One hundred year floodplain'" means the same as
defined in section 459.102.

22. "Public use area" means the same as defined in section
459.102.

23. "Stockpile" means to store dry bedded manure outside

of a dry bedded manure confinement feeding operation building
or a dry bedded manure storage structure.
924(32 "Water source™ means the same as defined in section
459.102.
Sec. 3. NEW SECTION. 459B.103 SPECIAL TERMS.
For purposes of this chapter, all of the following shall

apply:

ppl¥ Two or more dry bedded confinement feeding operations
under common ownership or common management are deemed to be a
single dry bedded confinement feeding operation if they are
adjacent or utilize a common area or system for dry bedded
manure disposal.

2. For purposes of determining whether two or more dr
bedded confinement feeding operations are adjacent, all of the
following shall apply:

a. At least one dry bedded confinement feeding operation
structure must be constructed on or after March 21, 1996.

b. A dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
which is part of one dry bedded confinement feeding operation
is separated by less than one thousand two hundred fifty feet
from a dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
which is part of the other dry bedded confinement feeding
operation.

3. a. For purposes of determining whether two or more dry
bedded confinement feeding operations are under common
ownership, a person must hold an interest in each of the dry
bedded confinement feeding operations as any of the following:

1 A sole proprietor.

2 A %oint tenant or tenant In common.

3 A holder of a majority equity interest in a business

association as defined in section 202B.102, including but not

limited to as a shareholder, partner, member, or beneficiary.
An interest in the dry bedded confinement feeding

operation under paragraph "a"™, subparagraph (1) or (2) which

is held directly or indirectly by the person®s spouse or

dependent child shall be attributed to the person.

4. For purposes of determining whether two or more dry
bedded confinement feeding operations are under common
management, a person must have significant control of the
management of the day=to=day operations of each of the dry
bedded confinement feeding operations. Common management does
not include control over a contract livestock facility by a
contractor, as defined in section 202.1.

5. In calculating the animal unit caPacity of a dry bedded
confinement feeding operation, the animal unit capacity shall
include the animal unit capacity of all dry bedded confinement
feeding operation buildings that are used to house animals in
the dry bedded confinement feeding operation.

Sec. 4. NEW SECTION. 459B.104 GENERAL AUTHORITY ==
COMMISSION AND DEPARTMENT == PURPOSE == COMPLIANCE.

1. The environmental protection commission shall establish
by rule adopted pursuant to chapter 17A, requirements relating
to the construction, including expansion, or operation of dry
bedded confinement feeding operations, includin% related dry
bedded manure confinement feeding operation buildings and
stockpiles.

2. Any provision referring generall¥ to compliance with
the requirements of this chapter as applied to drY bedded
confinement feedin? operations also includes compliance with
requirements in rules adopted by the environmental protection
commission pursuant to this section, orders issued by the
department as authorized under this chapter, and the terms and
conditions aﬂpllcable to manure management plans required
under this chapter.
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3. The purpose of this chapter is to provide requirements
relating to the construction, including the expansion, and
Oﬁeration of dry bedded confinement feeding operations, and
the control of dry bedded manure which shall be construed to
supplement applicable provisions of chapter 459. |If there is
a conflict between the provisions of this chapter and chapter
459, the provisions of this chapter shall prevail.

SUBCHAPTER 11
DRY BEDDED MANURE STRUCTURES ==
CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS

Sec. 5. NEW SECTION. 459B.201 CONSTRUCTION DESIGN
STANDARDS.

A person constructin% a dry bedded confinement feeding
operation structure on karst terrain or in an alluvial aquifer
area shall comply with all of the following:

1. The person must construct the dry bedded confinement
feeding operation structure at a location where there is a
vertical separation distance of at least fTive feet between the
bottom of the Ffloor of the dry bedded confinement feeding
operation structure and the underlying limestone, dolomite, or
other soluble rock in karst terrain or the underlying sand and
gravel aquifer in an alluvial aquifer area.

2. The dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
must have a floor consisting of reinforced concrete at least
five inches thick.

Sec. 6. NEW SECTION. 459B.202 DISTANCE REQUIREMENTS.

%. Except as provided in subsection 3, the following shall
a :

ppa¥ A dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
shall not be constructed closer than five hundred feet away
from the surface intake of an agricultural drainage well. A
dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure shall not
be constructed closer than one thousand feet from a wellhead,
cistern of an agricultural drainage well, or known sinkhole.

b. A dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
shall not be constructed if the dry bedded confinement feeding
operation structure as constructed is closer than any of the
following:

_(1) Two hundred feet away from a water source other than a
major water source.

2 One thousand feet away from a major water source.
3 Two thousand five hundred feet away from a designated
wetland.

c. (1) A water source, other than a major water source,
shall not be constructed, expanded, or diverted, if the water
source as constructed, expanded, or diverted is closer than
two hundred feet away from a dry bedded confinement feeding
operation structure.

(2) A major water source shall not be constructed,
expanded, or diverted, if the major water source as
constructed, expanded, or diverted is closer than one thousand
feet from a dry bedded confinement feeding operation
structure.

(3) A designated wetland shall not be established, iIf the
designated wetland is closer than two thousand five hundred
feet away from a dry bedded confinement feeding operation
structure.

2. A dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
shall not be constructed on land that Is part of a one hundred
year fTloodplain.

3. A separation distance required in subsection 1 shall
not apply to any of the following:

a. A location or object and a farm pond or privately owned
lake, as defined in section 462A.2.

b. A dry bedded confinement feeding ogeration structure
constructed with a secondary containment barrier. The
department shall adopt rules providing for the construction
and use of a secondary containment barrier.

SUBCHAPTER 111
DRY BEDDED MANURE CONTROL

Sec. 7. NEW SECTION. 459B.301 STOCKPILING == AIR
QUALITY.

A _person may stockpile dry bedded manure, subject to this
section.

1. Except as provided in subsection 2, a person shall not
stockpile dry bedded manure within one thousand two hundred
fifty feet from a residence not owned by the titleholder of
the land, a commercial_enterprise, a bona fide religious
institution, an educational iInstitution, or a public use area.

2. A person may stockpile dry bedded manure within a
separation distance required between the stockpiled dry bedded
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manure and an object or location for which separation is
required under subsection 1, if any of the following apply:

a. The titleholder of the land benefiting from the
separation distance requirement executes a written waiver with
the titleholder of the land where the dry bedded manure is
stockpiled.

b. The stockpiled dry bedded manure originates from a
small animal feeding operation.

Sec. 8. NEW SECTION. 459B.302 STOCKPILING == WATER
QUALITY.

A person may stockpile dry bedded manure, subject to all of
the followin%:

1. a. The person shall not stockpile the dry bedded
manure within the following distances to a designated area
unless the dry manure is maintained in a manner that will not
allow precipitation=induced runoff to drain from the dry
bedded manure to the designated area:

(1) Four hundred feet from a designated area other than a
high=quality water resource.

(2) Eight hundred feet from a high=quality water resource.

b." The person shall not stockpile dry bedded manure within
two hundred feet from a terrace tile inlet or surface tile
inlet unless the dry bedded manure is maintained in a manner
that will not allow precipitation=induced runoff to drain from
the dry bedded manure to the terrace tile inlet or surface
tile inlet.

c. The person shall not stockpile dry bedded manure in a
grassed waterway, where water pools on the soil surface, or in
any location where surface water will enter the stockpiled dry
bedded manure.

d. The person shall not stockpile dry bedded manure on
land having a slope of more than three percent unless methods,
structures, or gractices are implemented to contain the
stockpiled dry bedded manure, including but not limited to
using hay bales, silt fences, temporary earthen berms, or
other effective measures, and to prevent or diminish
precipitation=induced runoff from the stockpiled dry bedded
manure.

e. The person _shall not stockpile dry bedded manure on
karst terrain or in an alluvial aquifer area unless the person
complies with all of the following:

(1) The person must stockpile the dry bedded manure at a
location where there is a vertical separation distance of at
least Tive feet between the bottom of the stockpiled dry
manure and the underlying limestone, dolomite, or other
soluble rock in karst terrain or the underlying sand and
gravel aquifer in an alluvial aquifer area.

(2) The dry bedded manure must be stockpiled on reinforced
concrete at least five inches thick.

2. The person shall remove the stockﬁiled dry bedded
manure and apply it in accordance with the provisions of
chapter 459, including but not limited to section 459.311,
within six months after the dry bedded manure is stockpiled.

Sec. 9. NEW SECTION. 459B.303 MANURE MANAGEMENT PLAN FOR
A DRY BEDDED CONFINEMENT OPERATION.

For purposes of a manure management plan for a dry bedded
confinement operation, if the application of dry bedded manure
is on land other than land owned or rented for crop production
bK the owner of the dry bedded confinement feeding operation,
the plan shall include a copy of each written agreement
executed by the owner of the dry bedded confinement feeding
operation and the landowner or the person rentin% the land for
crop production where the dry bedded manure may be applied.

SUBCHAPTER 1V
ENFORCEMENT

Sec. 10. NEW SECTION. 459B.401 GENERAL.

The department and the attorney general shall enforce the
provisions of this chapter iIn the same manner as provided in
chapter 459, subchapter VI.

Sec. 11. NEW SECTION. 459B.402 VIOLATIONS == CIVIL
PENALTY .

A person who violates section 459B.301, shall be subject to
the same penalty as provided in section 459.602 and a person
who violates any other provision of this chapter shall be
subject to the same penalty as provided in section 459.603.
Any civil penaltr collected shall be deposited in the animal
agriculture compliance fund created in section 459.401.

EXPLANATION

DIVISION 1. DRY BEDDED CONFINEMENT FEEDING OPERATIONS.

The bill creates a new Code chapter referred to as the "Animal
Agriculture Compliance Act for Dry Bedded Confinement Feeding
Operations™ (new Code section 459B.101). The bill"s
provisions correspond closely to the "Animal Agriculture
Compliance Act” (Code chapter 459). The bill regulates dry
bedded confinement feeding operations for animals (cattle and
swine). The operation includes a building housing_the animals
utilizing bedding (crop, vegetation, or forage residue or
similar materials) and any structure used to keep the dry
bedded manure (new Code section 459B.102).

ADJACENCY. The bill provides that two or more dry bedded
confinement feeding operations under common ownershga or
common management are deemed to be a single dry bedded
confinement feeding operation if they are separated by less
than 1,250 feet or utilize a common area or system for dr
bedded manure disposal (new Code section 459B.103 compared to
Code section 459.201).

ADMINISTRATION. The bill authorizes the environmental
protection commission to adopt rules necessary to regulate the
construction or operation of dry bedded confinement feeding
operations, and provides that the provisions of the new Code
chapter are to supplement the applicable provisions of Code
chapter 459 (new Code section 459B.104 compared to Code
section 459.103).

CONSTRUCTION. The bill regulates the construction of dry
bedded confinement feeding operation structures, and requires
special flooring to prevent groundwater contamination (new
Code section 459B.201). Separation distances are required
between a dry bedded confinement feeding operation structure
and various objects or locations, including the surface intake
of an agricultural drainage well, wellhead, cistern of an
agricultural drainage well, or known sinkhole, a water source
and major water source, and desi?nated wetland. 1t prohibits
construction within a 100 year floodplain (new Code section
459B.202 compared to Code section 459.310).

DRY BEDDED MANURE CONTROL. The bill provides for the
stockpiling of dry bedded manure, and includes separation
distances based on air and water quality.

AIR QUALITY. For air quality, separation distances are
established for a stockpile and a residence not owned by the
titleholder of the land, a commercial enterprise, a bona fide
religious institution, an educational institution, or a public
use area (new Code section 459B.301 compared to Code section
459.204%. Several exceptions apply, including when a
titleholder executes a waiver, and the manure originates from
258mgéé)animal feeding operation (compared with Code section

WATER QUALITY. For water quality, other separation
distance requirements apply, including for a "designated area
(i.e., a known sinkhole, a cistern, an abandoned well, an
unplugged agricultural drainage well, an agricultural drainage
well surface inlet, a drinking water well, a wetland, or a
water source, but not a terrace tile inlet or surface tile
inlet other than an agricultural drainage well surface tile
inlet), a high:?uality water resource, a terrace tile inlet,
or a surface tile inlet (new Code section 459B.302). The bill
restricts stockpiling on a grassed waterway, on certain
slopes, and on karst terrain or in an alluvial aquifer area.




MANURE MANAGEMENT PLAN. The bill provides that a person
required to_file a manure management plan for_ dry bedded
manure confinement feeding operation may submit a copy of a
written agreement executed between the person and the person
renting the land for crop production (new Code section
459B.303 compared with Code section 459.312).

ENFORCEMENT. The department and the attorney general are
responsible for enforcing the provisions of the new Code
chapter (new Code section 459B.401 as compared with Code
section 459.601).

PENALTIES. A person who stockpiles dry bedded manure in
violation of air quality restrictions under new Code section
459B.301 is subject to a civil penalty for air qualit
violations as provided in Code section 455B.109, whic
authorizes the environmental protection commission to
establish civil penalty amounts according to a schedule not to
exceed $10,000 (new Code section 459B.402 compared with _Code
section 459.602). A person who violates any other provision
of the new Code chapter is_subject to penalties for water
quality violations as provided in Code section 455B.109 or
455B.191 which includes a judicially assessed civil penalty of
up to $5,000 per each day of the violation (new Code section
459B.402 compared with Code section 459.603). Moneys
collected from civil penalties are deposited into the animal
agriculture compliance fund (Code section 459.401).

DIVISION Il. CONFORMING CHANGES. The bill amends
provisions in a number of Code sections which refer to Code
chapter 459. The provisions were added after provisions in
Code chapter 455B and other Code chapters relating to animal
feeding operations were transferred and consolidated pursuant
to 2002 Acts, chapter 1137, and 2002 Acts, 2nd Ex, chapter
1003. Other provisions make changes which refer to the
deposit of civil penalties into the animal agriculture
compliance fund (Code section 459.401).
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
